I the course of an interesting address, delivered last Tuesday to 
Hong Kony Rotary Club, Mr. R. A. Pfaff, of the University of 
Oregon dehating: team, spoke on this Machine Age and its Pro- 
blema. He referred to America as 2 product of a machine age, and 
said she was, probably, the greatest machine-using country of the 
world. There, he said, they were using motors instead of muscles. 
In this respect, of course, America is not singular; she simply leads. 
But leads where? Some gay to catastrophe. We hesitate to make 


so definite a pronouncement. 


It has been assorted that the Machine, the product of Man's’ 


brain, will not only, in the long run, manhandle Man severely, but 
annihilate him. And, in support. of this contention, the gradual 
growth of unemployment the world over is produced. We are, to- 
day, said to be in the stage in which the Machine is manhandling 
Man severely; the annihilation stage has yet to come, but it is not 
afar olf.: This, however, appears to be an erroncous conception of 
the case. The Machine, it seems, is being blamed for the short- 
sightednesa of Man. It may be admitted, as Mr, Pfatt admitted, 
that the Machine has brought great problems in its train; and of 
these is the great problem of the unemployed, the unemployed 
directly due to the Machine. It may also be admitted that the 
Machine has been allowed to get out of hand, os it were. In that 
lies the danger to Man, and that directly is his own fault. But, it 
is yet not too late, the danger may be dispelled and the catastrophe 
averted. To quote Mr. Pfaff again, “There is need for clear think- 
ing along different lines, ... ... .. In tho future there must be a 
new beginning, 2 now management of the machine. IT have every 
hope that that will come, because civilisation has always presented 
problems to man, he has always solved those problems, and he’ will 
do the same in the future.” : . 

Mr. Aldous Huxley wrote much the same recently. Ho describ- 
ed the present unsatisfactory state of affairs as the “Victory of Art 
(in the word’s widest sense) over Humanity,” and added that, 
Man, having succeeded .in “domesticating” nature, in compelling 
“recalcitrant matter” to serve his own purpose, had, ironically 
‘onough, found defeat in success. He ‘advocated co-ordination and 
regulation as remedies. By which he meant, “world-wide adjust- 
ment of production to consumption, and world-wide agreements 
about the estublishmont of. new industries and the use of now inven- 
tions in old ones." The point now is, will Man, having “domosticat- 
ed” nature, having compelled “recalcitrant matter” to serve his pur- 
pose, go a step farther und wrest success from defeat? - We think 

i Man will. Indeed, he must, if he would protect himself from, not 
J annihilation, but so severe a manhandling that the ~ progress of 
humanity.may be set back an age or more, Sie ee

MacRodac, — Sandy -MacRodac 
(1652), .38 the patron “saint” of the 
long fingered brigade. He was a 
notorious bandit and founder of 
the Clutching Hand Gang. :A cun- 
ning man, Sandy and hia 
gang were never brought to book, 
and the yany only wont out of cxiat- 
once wher its members parsed out 
one after another from old age and 
rheumatism, They fell victims to 
rheumatism because. they had a 
cave retreat which could be reach- 
ed only by wadinse knee deep In 
water, and, of course, constant wet- 
ting rusted their bones, Sandy's 
name with sufilx “tyl” is now ap- 
plied to ‘a specie of wading bird 
having very long tocs, as long “as 
Sandy's fingers were reputed to be. 

MraeRolog. — Kay MacRolog 
(1909) was Scotland's first hot sir 
merchant. He could talk at great 
length on any and every subject 
under the sun, and had he Hved aot 
the present time he would no 
doubt be in much demand as a 
speaker at Rotary tiffins, Interport 
dinners, and what not. In his time, 
however, he was regarded as a 
bore. His name now lives aos 
macrology, meaning long discourse, 
and Is-applied to a long and tedious 
talk; a prolonged discourse with. 
out matter; superfluity of words. 

MacRome.—Andy MacRome was 
another. Scot who won fame in Italy, 
and Rome was named after him. 
He was a poor surveyor, who roam- 
ed throughout Europe looking: for 
employment, but everywhere he 
went, he: was! ‘not allowed 
to rench much farther than 
the city gates. before he’ was 
turned back, so distrustful were 
nations in those days of the atrang- 
ev within the city walls, Ho arrived 
in Italy at an opportune time, how- 
ever, just whon they were conasider- 
ing building a new city. He under- 
took the task of surveying the land 
for nothing, glad of the opportunity 
to put a gadget which he had in- 
vented to practical use. He did the 
job so well that the new city was 
christened Rome in his honour, and 
he died a rich man.

OPEN : ROAD. 
How Motorists First 
Beat Police Traps. 


This is the story of the battle 
of the open road. : 

And this is how it began. A 
small body of devotecs of the 
“Spor” of motoring, who had 
plodded to Brighton on Eman- 
cipation Day, 1898—when cars 
were’ first allowed along the 
roads without a man with a red 
flag in front of them—sat 
down. Before them, was a letter 
that had appeared in a news- 
paper following — the concentrat- 
ed trapping of motorists driving 
above the limit of 20 m.p.h. 

And then things happened. 
Newspaper boys who dashed on 
their bicycles to White Chapel 
with. the’ racing cditions ‘of 
evening newspapers were given 
10 shillings to patrol the Brigh- 
tan Rond — only — for the 
week-end, warning unhappy 
motorists. ' . 

The battle had started: 
so had the formation of the 
Automobile Association, con- 
cerning whose activities over 26 
years Mr. Stenson Cooke has 
written a delightful book “This 
Morning,” which ‘is published by 
Cassell to-day. 

Mr. Cooke 
stories ta tell. 

With a few. patrols on the road, 
£74 in the bank and 14 members, 
including a peeress, the Associa- 
tion was faced with a letter from 
a member who suid that, tired of 
the Brighton Rond, he had spent 
hig week-end on the Portsmouth 
Road — and had been caught 
for speoding, : 

Portsmouth Road was patrol- 
led within a -week, 

Paying the Reckoninz. 

The motoring trade entered 
into the fun, providing a car 
for patrol inspection purposes. 
But tho police were not slow. 

One morning. they caught 
a member, who subsequently de-, 
fended his case by including 
among his witnesses an A.A. 
patrol! who had been cycling 
the hill — the’ stretch “timed 
behind his car. But he lost his 

j case, and soon afterwards the 
patrol was arrested while on 
duty and accused of perjury. 

The A.A. fought the case suc- 
cessfully. ‘Then came the 
reckoning. The costs, nearly 
£100, had to be found. So a din- 
ner was piven, and the money 
was collected. . 

Road after road was now open- 

cd up for motorists who were 
members of the association, A 
badge was the next step, sd that 
scouts could recognise members! 
cars, 
_ When police attention became 
too great, and fines wero multi- 
plied at an alarming rate, some- 
one thought of persuading gar- 
ages to exhibit a species of bar- 
ber’s pole. When the pole was 
in the normal position the 
motorist perceiving it stopped. 
Officially he was buying a spark- 
ing plug;. unofficially he was re-, 
ceiving a warning of a speed 
trap ahead. 

If the pole was hanging to the 
ground he did not stop, assured 
of a clear road.

Your Own Garage. 


(By Norman W. Rae.) 

Many, owner-drivers must be 
giving ‘ scrious thought to the 
cost of motoring in view of the 
further additional tax of two- 
pence per gallon on petro). 

‘, Several motoring friends have 
been casting up their bills of ox- 
penses and they made a surpris- 
ing discovery’ — surprising, 
that is, when looked at from-the 
viewpoint of the avernge owner- 
driver who gocs to the nearest 
garage whenever there is n nut 
to be tightened up, a brake to 
be adjusted, or a sump. to be 
emptied, They find that as 
much is paid in a year to the 
roadside’ garage proprietor for 
“Tittle jobs” as is paid in the 
way of taxation. 

Adjustment Work. 

Hundreds ‘of motorists are 
now faced with the fact that they 
must elther do certain minor 
adjustment work themselves or 
curtail their motoring. . 

I know one motorist who 
never empties a sump himaelf. 
He runs his car to the neareat 
garage and has the job done by 
a mechanic who — even when 
no actual charge is mado for the 
work — is tipped at least one 
shilling. ‘ 

He has his sump filled with 
now oil at a cost of approximate- 
ly 8s. I have often ‘pointed out 
to him that by doing the job 
himself the cost of the oil would 
be. roughly 6s. The difference 
represents the petrol tax on 
nearly 100 miles — surely a 
very important factor, ate 

There are at least a score of 
ways in which the average 
owner-driver can economise. By 
going over tyres at least once a 
week, removing al small stones 
embedded In the tyre surface and 
filing up small cuts with tyre 
compound, anything from 1,000 
to 6,000 miles may. be’ added to 
the life of a tyre. This repre- 
sents a considerable saving. 
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Verdict. 


The jury at a Southend in- 
quest made a mistake in the 
phraseology of their verdict, and 
on the coroner's direction re- 
turned another, absolving | a 
woman motorist from possible 
proceedings for manslaughter.

There is no great difficulty in 
adjusting brakes in one’s own 
garage, Many garage propric- 
tors charged as much as Bs. for 
this job. All that is required as 
equipment are four blocks of 
wood.and the ordinary car jack. 
The car should be jacked up s0 
that all four wheels are clear of 
the ground. It is.easy then to 
carry out adjustments. 

AN adjusting points should 
first of all be washed with paraf- 


d/fin mixed with a little oil or with 


a cleansing oll. The brake ad- 
justing nuts should bo pulled up

effect. This can be tested by 
trying ‘to turn each wheel . by 
hand.

So far, this company, which is 
under tho control of General 
Motors, has produced only 
medium powor cars of from 17 to 
25 hp. ‘Yet with its great ro- 
sources it might become a form- 
Idable competitor in the small 
car market. 

Then tHero is, of course, Ford. 
No one knows what Ford is go- 
ing to do. Dagenham, tho great 
now factory on the Thames es- 
tuary, is not nearly ready for 
vehicle production to start — I 
am told it will be another year 
before operations begin in earn- 
est.

[EASURING. 


Difficulties That Beset 
Owner-Driver. 


One of the greatest difficulties 
that the owner. driver’ who: does 
his own adjustments has to face 
{a hin inability to think In thou: 
sandth parts. of an inch. He is 
aware that four-thousands are 
twice ‘as many as two and he 
realises that a “thou,” as engin. 
cers call it, is a very small 
measuremont. But he cannot 
visualise it as a concrete thing in 
the manner in which he can con- 
jure up a mental picture of a 
pound, an inch, a pint or a mile. 

When a manufacturer men- 
tions, in his instruction book, 
that the inlet valves must be 
given .003in. clearance he means 
just what he says, although 
many drivers appear, to think 
that he is merely trying to indi- 
ente that the adjustment is ao 
close one. 

- Could not Be: Worse. ‘ 

Tt is quite common for novices 
to use a visiting card as a gauge 
when making adjustments. A 
worse practice it is difficult to 
imagine. I measured, with a 
micrometer, a dozen visiting 


cards and found that the thick-|- 


est scaled .019in. and the thin- 
nest .006in. The majority were 
between ten and thirteen thou- 
gandths thick. “ 
~On. no account use card or 
paper for gauging, as it is com- 
pressible: one can easily dent it 
with one’s thumb-nail, and there- 
fore accuracy is impossible. The 
correct instrument for gauging 
clearances Is a feeler gauge. 
The usual engineer’s ‘‘feeler,” 
which can be bought for as little 
as half-a-crown, and need never 
cost more than 8s, 6d., fs provid- 
ed with nine accurate steel 
blades. Their thicknesses aro 
1%, 2, 3, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, and 16 
thousandths parts of an inch. 
Avoid Forcing. . 
Suppose that you want to ad- 
just the tappets to give a .004in. 
clearance. Turn the tappet ad- 
juster until the appropriate feel- 
er juat slides freely between the 
valve atem and tappet top and 
be cor- 
rect. Avoid forcing the fecler in 


‘between the two parts or you will 


damage it and make your result 
inaccurate. Should you require 
some odd dimension, -such as 
.006in., it can be obtained by lay- 
ing the .002in. blade on top of the 
.003in. blade and using the pair 
together. 

It is, however, necessary to 
emphasise that both the measur- 
ing instrument and the parts to 
be gauged must be scrupulously 
clean and that, after use, the 
feelers must be rubbed over with 
an oily rag, as their highly finish- 
ed surfaces are particularly sus-

SQUEAKS AND RATTLES, 


Few things annoy one so much 
an a rattle or # squeak; very 
aften a particularly clusive rattle 
may. be cured by a little atten- 
tion given to the doors. It will 
usually be fotind that the ‘doors 
are fitted with rubber buffers 
and that by continual use these 
have become flattened. It ie 
not always necessary to renew 
them, for by fitting a small piece ;

‘ocks, for if a few drops of oil 
‘re used occasionally at these 
nointa squenks will disappear as 
if by magic.

Niece’s Three Years Work 
On Memoirs. 


A woman Ja working  slngle- 
handed tn London at a. great task 
which death prevented one of the 
most distinguished statesmen of 
modern times from completing. 

She is Mrs, Edgar Dugdale, niece 
of the late Earl of Balfour, and she 
is writing a complote “Life” of that 
romarkable man, known for yeare to 
the whole world as “AJ.” 

Lord Balfour spent the last two 
years of his long life in selecting 
material for and writing his auto- 
biography. “But he was an uncom- 
nionly fastidious writer—he would 
tuke as much pains over ao single 
sentence as most autobjographers 
would lavish over a thapter—and, 
therefore the work proceeded 40 
alowly that when he died, in March 
of last year, he had finished less 
than a half. , 

Literary Executor. 

It fell to Mrs. Dugdale, his liter- 
ury executor, to edit what he had 
written, aud ff was published in ono 
volume, “Chapters of <Autoblo- 
graphy,” seven months after his 
death. 

Lord Balfour's intention was :to 
contain his memoirs in two volumes. 
Mrs. Dugdale, however, is not de- 
voting herself to completing the 
contemplated second volume but to 
writing a new - and quite ‘distinct 
“Life” of her famous uncle. 

Mrs. Dugdalo. told a Daily Mail 
reporter that the “Lifo” will take 
her three years to write, and that 
no part of It will be published until 
1933, : . 

“T anticipate,” she sald, “that 
thore will bo..two volumes, of 400,- 
000 words in all, ready by that time.

A close follower of Chinng 
Kai-shek named Chiang Pei- 
cheng issned a statement at Tsi- 
nan in which he is reported to 
have said that the National Gov- 
ernment here may be dissolyed 
but-Chiang Kai-shek will not re. 
sign at thin time of national 
crisis. Such stntement came as 
a ytreat disappointment to the 
National leaders here. 

Tt is Jenrned that the Canton 
plenipotentiaries at Shanghai 
will use every possible means to 
reach a successful conclusion, 
though if is admittedly difficult 
to deal with the Nanking dele- 
ates who do not know the extent 
of their Power and’ standing. 
The local Press states that Gen- 
eral Chiang has no intention to 
resign, nor will he accept the 
proposals of the Canton repre- 
sentatives which forbid military 
men to take civil posts and abol-
